SENTENCE DAY AFTER CRIME. 


Negro Who Assaulted and Murdered 
Girt Condemned in Twenty- 
four Heurs.

Christian, the negro, who yesterday

Queer Paper Presented at Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
National Bank Yesterday Believed Part of a Gigantic

NE of the biggest wire-tapping plots ever attempted was disclosed 
yesterday when two men presented a worthless ¢beek for $150,000, 
bearing the name of W. K. Vanderbilt, at the Farmers’ and Mer- 

chants National Bank in this city. It is supposed the scheme was to so 
manipulate, through confederates, that a favorable reply would be re- 
ceived from the Traverse City (Mich.) Bank, on which the paper is 
drawn, but there was a hitch somewhere and a message came back 
stating that it is a forgery. The men, who said they are Middle West 
farmers, and looked the part, but are suspected of being clever crooks, 
expressed no surprise, and appeared as unconcerned as though it had 
been a matter of a few cents. They left with.the check and detectives 
are now looking for them. : |

The Council authorized the City Clerk 
to advertise for election supplies, Feb- 
ruary 25, though no hope of compe- 
tition is expressed by either Him or 
the Auditor. The bills for the char- 
ter amendment election were not paid 
until yesterday, when Auditor Mushet 
explajned that he had withheld pay- 
ment because the Neuner Compan 
seemed to have a monopoly on suc 
articles, and that it had charged $6.60 
a set for supplies booths, as 
against $4.75 for the same in 1906. 
The Council ordered the bills paid. 
Although no one who registered 
since February 11 may vote at the 
recall election, anyone registered be- 
fore that date who has changed his 
place of residence may procure a trans- 
fer until a week from today. 

The election or@inance names all the 
Officers for the 189 precincts, and the 
City Clerk will have his hands full 
getting the preparations made for the 
election. These preparations will be 
made for a full vote as at a regular 
city election; a heavy poll is an- 
ticipated.

A NEW PLAN PROPOSED TO END 
VEXED QUESTION. 


— 


Federated Improvement Association 
Will Investigate Suggestion That 
Means End te incineration Cost. 
Belt Line and Grammar School 
Book Exchange Meets Approval. 


— 


Garbage, a park belt une and book 
exchanges for grammar schools were 
subjects discussed by the Federated 
Improvement Association at its 
‘monthly meeting at the Chamber of 
Commerce last night. 

The garbege question was brought 
up by W. H. McGill, assistant clerk 
of the health board, who proposed that 
the city undertake the collection oi 
all garbage and refuse, transport it 
by rail to San Pedro, place it on 
barges and dump it in the Pacific 
Ocean five to ten miles from the shore. 
This, he thought, would be a better 
and less costly process than dispos- 
ing of it by hog feeding or in costiy 
incineration His plan in- 
cluded all collection by the city, the 
assembly on specially-made dumping 
ears at several parts of the city and 
the hauling between midnight and 
dawn of the cars to a coast point. 
The expense of destruction would be 


removed and the disposal would be 


It 


complete. 

The association was divided, how- 
ever, as to the desirability of this 
method and referred the proposal to 
the Committee on Sanitation for in- 
vestigation to report at next month's 
meeting. Mr. McGill thought, as the 
city was likely to own its own trans- 
| portation route to San Pedro and its 
own wharves, the problem would be 
simple. But the association thought 
these things remote from a present- 
day settlement. 

Will D. Gould proposed a belt line 
beginnirig at First street and the tun- 
nel and going through Elysian Park, 
Chavez pass, Hunter's pass and then 
along the east side of Echo Park back 
to ite starting point.

The persecution this time despised 
those who had been pursuing the dis- 
ciples, namely, the Sadducees, and as 
they did not find the aposties involved 
with Stephen, they showed their con- 
tempt for the Sadducees by shielding 
the aposties.

In order to establish a Presbyterian 
student center at the University of 
Illinois, a gift of $10,000 has been 
made toward a fund of $100,000. 

The Delai Lama, the head of Bud- 
dhism, and the ruler of Thibet, has 
from Peking for Liassa, to 
the great Wet of the Chinese, who 
now plan to strip him of all but nom- 
inal power.
